The method of private electioneering 


by going from house to bouse, or at- 
teoting such gatherings unattended by 
an opponent, was called electionetrini 
on the still hunt. In pursuing the wild 
game of those regions two methods 
were adopted. Sometimes the hunters 
went in large parties, with horses, 
bounds and horns, and pursued and 
killed their game by these public and 
noisy demonstrations. At other times 
they went alone and quietly through 
the fields and woods, came upon their 
game noiselessly and killed it by stealth. 
This latter method was called by the 
people "the still bunt." In like man- 
ner the politicians had two methods ol 
electioneering, as already described. 
The one was by gatherings and public 
speeches; the other was by these more 
(jniet and private measures to which 
they appropriated this old phrase from 
the hunter's vocabulary and called "the 
•till bant." I remember on one occa- 
sion hearing two candidates for the 
office of sheriff address a crowd in one 
of the wildest regions in the southwest. 
eaeh in advocacy of his own claims. 
One of them was quite an effective and 
the other a very indifferent speaker. In 
conversation with the former, at the 
conclusion of the discussion, I told him 
that, judging from the speeches, and 
the responses they received from the 
crowd, I thought bis chances must be 
altogether the best for securing the 
election. "Ah," said he, "it won't do 
to judge by the speeches or to depend 
upon them to secure an election. My 
opponent is the hardest sort of a man 
to beat. lie is powerful on the still 
hunt.' 


Samp EnroiiragempBl, After All. 


Hon. 
George W. Julian, who was a 


member of congress for many years 
beginning his career in the lower house 
while Webster, Clay, Bcnton and other 
eminent men were still in the senate or 
bouse, has written some interesting 
reminiscences of those days, in which 
he shows that the men of that day 
were not all "civil service reformers.'

Much of the most important legislation 
of the session, involving the expendi- 
ture of many millions, remained to be 
disposed of at that sitting ; and as a 
preparation for the work a large supply 
of whisky had been deposited in a room 
immediately eonneeted with the hall of 
representatives, which was thronged by 
members at all hours of the night. The 
chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee became so exhilarated that he 
had to be retired from his post, and 
some of his brethren who had been call- 
ing him to order in a most disorderly 
manner, were quite aa incapable of per- 
forming business as himself, while Or- 
der had sought her worshippers else- 
where. The exhibition was most hu- 
miliating, bnt it now pleasantly reminds 
na of the wonderful changes which 
have been wrought by thirty years. 


MB. TH.DEN is at it again— not 


wrecking railroads or puffing up a full- 
blooded Jeffersonian Democracy— bnt 
fastening himself on his party with a 
view to 1884.

Elected .governor of New 


York in 18S2, nothing can snatch from 
him the Democratic prize in 1884. — 
Having reached this point, it is his in- 
tention to set in motion before the elec- 
tion that wonderful machinery which be 
set going after the election of 1876. 
The essential difference between the old 
plan and the new seems to be that this 
time he will endeavor to have himself 
elected on election day, as being safer 
than to wait until I he race is over, and 
then try to toy the judges. Such a 
scheme will, of course, be one of count- 
less details, bnt the mere outline is 
sufficient to show that Mr. Tildeo has 
not lost bis ambition nor his wonderful- 
ly keen taste for '-boss" politics.—

From a New Vork Letter. 


It will be a good many months yet 


before Mr. \V. H. Vanderbilt's magnifi- 
cent mansion on Fifth avenue ia ready 
for occupancy. All the work is so 
elaborate thai even the least part of it 
takes a great deal of time. The exte- 
rior is neither as imposing nor attrac- 
tive as one might expect to find it,after 
reading any of the descriptions written 
up from the architect's plans. The flat 
surfaca ol the wall gives the whole of 
it rather a dull look, which, at a short 
distanoe, is hardly relieved by the fine 
carving and scroll work oa various parts 
of the stone.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22, 4:10 p. m.— 


Unofficial—Dr. Bliss at 4 p. m. said to 
a representative of the associated press 
that the president had had a much more 
favorable afternoon than yesterday, and 
was doing fairly well. He continues 
to swallow nourishment in the shape of 
milk porridge and koumiss without dif- 
ficulty, and has in the opinion of the 
surgeons had food enough to day to 
sustain his strength. He suffers no 
further annoyance from the secretion of 
mucus in his throat, and is entirely 
free trom pain, He asked Dr. Bliss 
this afternoon what he thought of bis 
condition, and the doctor replied that 
if he oonld keep down nourishment 
enough he would get through all right. 
The president then inquired how long 
it would be it he should make favorable 
progress before he could take a trip on 
a steamer or go to Mentor. The doctor 
oould not, however, give him a definite 
reply. None of the president's symp- 
toms are worse this afternoon, and some 
of them are better. His condition con- 
tinues critical, but his attendants think 
think there is a little more reason for 
encouragement. 


6:30 p. m.—Official.—The president 


continued to take nourishment in small 
quantities at staled intervals during the 
entire day. 
He had no return of nau- 


sea or vomiting. Enemata an also re- 
tained. The wound is looking well, 
and the work of repair » going on in 
all portions exposed to view. The pus 
discharged is healthy. Pulse now 110, 
temperature 100, respiration 19. 


11 p. m.—Unofficial.—Soon after the 


evening elimination the president went 
to sleep and slept continuously for two 
hours. The fever has gradually abated, 
and his pulse has fallen to 102. Dr. 
Boynton coming recently from the sick 
room reports that the president seems 
slightly better than at the time of the 
evening bulletin. He has swallowed 
to-day about 20 ounces of liquid food, 
and 18 or 20 ounces by enema. As far 
as his ability to take nourishment is 
concerned, his condition is better to- 
night than last night. In other respects 
it is substantially anohanged.

The mansion was closed to visitors

There has been no vomiting 
since yesterday evening, nor U My 
trouble in that direction anticipated at 
present in point of fact the stomach 
appears to be

slightly in 


strength every hoar. It is reported in 
a very favorable condition to-day by all 
the doctors in the ease. He repeatedly 
asked for food and drink daring the 
afternoon. 
Aboit fifteen ounces of 


liquid nourishment was administered in 
the ordinary way before 1 o'oloek. The 
patient appears to be in a feverish con- 
dition, and frequently calls for water to 
quench his thirst. The phlegm in his 
throat has been less troublesome to-day, 


_ to medical reports, than it was 


yMteroay or the day before. 
In other 


retpeoto the condition of the president 
remaJM about the same as yesterdaj. 
Very little progress can be said to have 
been made, speaking in a general way. 
It ii admitted by the doctors that the 
ease is still eritical, and they are anx- 
ioasly waiting the development of the 
next two days before anything definitely 
can be ventured as to the future. Their 
anxiety appears to tang upon the con- 
dition of the parotid gland inflamma- 
tion, and as to its probable suppuration. 
It is feared greatly that the patient's 
weakness and debility are such as will 
make suppuration dangerous. 
Were he 


enjoying ordinary strength and health, 
the policy of the medical attendants 
would be to bring about suppuration as 
quickly as possible by the aid of poul- 
tices and a lance. Under the circum- 
stances, however, it has been .their aim 
and their greatest effort to keep it 
down and thereby prevent suppuration 
and drive it back into the system, 
if possible, till he was able to bear it. 
Notwithstanding all these efforts, they 
have been unable to accomplish this 
desirable result. The glandular swell- 
ing is prominent to-day about the same 
time it was yesterday, but it is said to 
give less, pain and' annoyance. 
Dr. 


Boynton ia of the opinion that it is 
even reduced somewhat, though lie 
says not materially, and tbat if suppu- 
ration should commence now it would 
be less dangerous than upon yesterday. 
It is expected that if suppuration acts 
in it will be to-morrow or Wednenday 
It may possibly be delayed still another 
day. 
When its prevention is no longer 


possible in the opinion of the surgeons 
jtbe pus will be liberated by an incision 
This will be the most severe test the 
patient will have undergone during the 
past two weeks. It has been a steady 
fight between tba coming on of the 
crisis and the toning up of the presi- 
dent's stomach. Dr. Boynton, when 
asked what the result would probably 
be upon each an incision of the gland 
in the neck, replied that it was irapos 
sible to say what that end might be, 
that it would be possible for the inflam- 
mation to extend to the interior of the 
ear and destroy that organ, and it might 
seriously affect the bonea of the face in 
the vicinity of the irritation, and fur- 
ther than this there were other possi- 
bilities which it was needless to sug- 
gest. Dr. Bliss gave it as his opinion 
to-day tbat they have the swelling of 
the face pretty well in hand and don't 
anticipate any serious results from it. 
He thinks that it will suppurate to- 
morrow or the day after. "At least 
four or five days," gays Dr. Blisa, "and 
we will know what to expect from the 
swollen gland." He admits that the 
only danger apparent at present is that 
the president may die of exhaustion 
after the operation, ia case the stomach 
can't be made strong enough to coun- 
teract the natural drain by the double 
suppuration of the wound and the pro- 
posed incisions of the neck. He thinks, 
however, that the president's stomach 
has greatly improved in the last twelve 
boon, and tbat he will be able to mas- 
ter the difficulties as they severally 
appear. 
He is as confident as ever that 


the president will pnll through, notwith- 
standing all the complications of the 
case. Dr. Bliss says that while the 
case ia quite critical and serious, he has 
seen a great many canes equally as seri- 
ous daring the war, where men lay for 
months upon their backs with just such 
complications and have yet in the end 
recovered. He feels by no means dis- 
couraged, and believes that the presi- 
lent bai still a good foundation for the 
bope which he Piprfies of his recov- 
ery.

SOLDI- weeks ago complaint, reached Ibis 
ftce abiml'a strange disease among some 
allle in the northeast part of Ibis county, 
nd mention was made of tbe fact; but 
ince then no further complaints of the 
trouble bave been made. Inquiries made 
o-day among farmers lead us to believe 
bat Macon county cattle generally are 
ree from tbe peculiar disease aa de- 
scribed below by Mr. Washburn in Mon- 
lay's Bloomington I'antayrap/i. 
"It effects the eyes; al first they become 


watery and then follows inflammation.tbr 
white of the eyes turning very red.and the 
dark of the eyea apparently Catherine 
and filling with a thick mucous matter, 
which wholly obscures the sight. Tbe 
>yes swell very much, and finally break 
nd discharge. Tbe cattle at drat seem 


u> be in great distress, but after tbe mat- 
ter begins to discharge they seem free 
from pain. Some of tbe animals bave 
been afflicted nearly three wreks, and are 
as blind now as at first. Some are afflict- 
ed oolv in one eye, others in both, and 
tbe afflicted eyes are totally blind. Tbe 
stock being unable to find feed and water 
grow thin in flesh, their coats staring, and 
present generally an unthrifty look. In 
the pasture where I saw these animals 
there Is good feed, good water, good 
shade and very few weeds, and in years 
before tbe stock running there bave al- 
ways been thrifty and never afflicted wilb 
anything of the kind. At no cattle pass 
near them, aad no unhealthy or diseased 
stock have been among them, Ibe cause 
of tbe disease and its care remains to be 
found."
